LANDS  AT  RUFFORD  were  recorded  long  before  Doomsday,  and  traces  of  an 
ancient  Roman  settlement  have  been  found.  Variously  known  as  Rugforde,  Rucliford, 
Rutherford  and  Rumford,  its  history  as  an  estate  may  be  said  to  commence  in  1148,  when 
Gilbert  de  Gaunt,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  on  his  death  bed,  made  a  Deed  of  Gift  which  bears 
his  seal  and  is  preserved  to-day. 

Thus  was  established  Rufford  Abbey,  which  remained  in  the  possession  of  the 
Cistercian  Monks  for  about  400  years,  until  the  Dissolution  of  the  Monasteries  by  King 
Henry  Vlllth,  who  gave  the  Abbey  and  all  its  lands  to  George,  fourth  Earl  of  Shrewsbury, 
whose  descendants  have  owned  and  occupied  the  property  without  a  break  ever  since. 

Even  from  its  earliest  days  Rufford  Abbey  has  been  closely  associated  with 
Royalty,  and  as  year  by  year  from  its  foundation  the  Abbey  lands  increased,  the  Monks 
who  enjoyed  special  privileges  in  the  surrounding  Forest  of  Sherwood,  became  rich 
enough  to  entertain  Royalty,  the  first  recorded  visit  being  on  the  18th  September,  1290, 
when  Edward  I  spent  a  night  there  and  sealed  a  variety  of  documents. 

The  present  mansion  was  commenced  by  the  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  who  married  the 
famous  Bess  of  Hardwick,  and  the  house  was  considerably  enlarged  and  re-built  in 
the  latter  half  of  the  17th  century  by  Sir  George  Savile,  the  fourth  Baronet,  who  was 
subsequently  created  Marquis  of  Halifax  and  nicknamed  “the  Trimmer”  because  of 
his  great  principle  in  all  matters,  particularly  of  politics  and  diplomacy  “  to  trim  between 
extremes.” 

Though  it  would  now  be  difficult  to  say  where  the  original  Abbey  and  the  present 
house  divide,  it  is  certain  that  much  of  the  foundations  of  the  earlier  building  are  incor¬ 
porated  and  Lord  Halifax,  in  writing  to  his  brother  in  1680,  said:  “  I  have  still  left  some 
decayed  front  of  old  building,  yet  there  are  none  of  the  rags  of  Rome  remaining.  .  .  . 
I  have  at  least  so  much  reverence  for  it  now  as  I  had  when  it  was  encumbered  with 
those  sanctified  ruins.” 

Much  of  its  history  and  associations  can  be  traced  in  the  names  applied  to  the 
various  suites  and  individual  rooms,  thus:  “  Sir  George’s  Bedroom  and  Dressing  room,” 
“  Sir  George’s  Workshop  “  The  Stuart  Suite,”  which  lodged  King  James  I  and  King 
Charles  his  son,  who  were  regular  visitors  to  Rufford  for  the  hunting  in  the  Forest  of 
Shirewood;  “  The  Thornhill  Room,”  associated  with  the  name  of  the  first  Baronet,  Sir 
George  Savile,  who  married  Lady  Mary  Talbot,  the  stepdaughter  of  Bess  of  Hardwick; 
“  The  Halifax  Suite  “  Lord  Elland’s  Room,”  Lord  Elland  being  the  son  of  the  first 
Marquis.  “  The  Scarborough  Passage  ”  records  the  union  between  Barbara  Savile  and 
the  fourth  Earl  of  Scarborough,  to  whose  younger  son  Sir  George  Savile,  the  eighth 
Baronet  and  famous  Parliamentarian,  bequeathed  the  estate  when  he  died  unmarried  in 
1784y  and  “  The  Ambassador’s  Room  ”  is  a  tribute  to  the  late  Lord  Savile’s  father,  who 
was  British  Ambassador  to  Italy. 

In  more  recent  days  King  Edward  Vllth’s  Suite  is  a  vivid  reminder  of  the  many 
visits  to  Rufford  paid  by  that  monarch,  who  stayed  there  several  successive  years  for 
the  Doncaster  St.  Leger  meeting. 

The  date  of  the  Chapel  in  its  present  state  is  uncertain,  but  it  is  known  to  have 
existed  in  the  time  of  Bess  of  Hardwick  as  it  is  recorded  that  her  daughter’s  marriage  to 
Charles  Stuart  in  1574  took  place  there,  their  ill-fated  daughter,  Arabella  Stuart,  subse¬ 
quently  perishing  in  the  Tower.
